REFORMER. 

The following from an eastern ex- 
change is compiled from the Presi- 
dent’s measage, and is good reading: 
During the tour years of President 
Hayes’ term of office ony 9 per cent. 
of the appointments involved removals 
of previous incumbents. In the four 
months of President Garfield's admin- 
istration the appointments involved 
22.7 per cent. of removals. Had he 
lived the percentage would no doubt 
have been reduced largely, as he made 
haste to put his friends in office. It 
was predicted of President Arthur that 
he would make sweeping removals and 
that his aim would be¥to leave no 
friepd of his predecessor in office, and 
so much has been said in that direc- 
tion that the general belief was that 
he handled the official ax with merci- 
less severity. The cold truth, however, 
is that during the fourteen months of 
his administration he made only 89 
removals, and these constitute only 
seven--eights of 1 per cent. of the ap- 
pointments that it became necessary 
to make. Exclusive of the army and 
navy the Presidential appointmeats 
number 3,459, and of these less than 
2.6 per cent. have been disturbed by 
President Arthur. This will strike 
the impartial public as a good showing 
on the side of practical civil service 
reform. 

EDITORIAL NOTES. 

The victory of General Butler in 
the late elections was, says the New 
York Herald, one of the greatest sur- 
prises of the whole campaign. “ Bea- 
con Hill’’ was horrified when it read 
the returns en November 8th, and it 
has been endeavoring to find out ever 
since how so horrible a catastrophe as 
his election could have occurred. In 
a speech in the United States Senate, 
a few days ago, Mr. Hale, of Maine, 
made a revelation which, if it has any 
foundation io fact—and it is to be 
presumed that it has—will send a 
chill through aristocratic Boston. The 
Senator from Maine made the asser— 
tion, without ary “ifs” or “‘buts,” that 
the “liquor men” of the old Bay 
State subscribed $100,000 to defray 
the expenses of the Butler canvass. 
That they put it where it did the most 
good is abundantly shown by the re- 
turns. The spectacle ot the liquor 
dealers of Massachusetts electing its 
Governor is enough to make the old 
Puritans turn in their graves. 


Hon. T. H. Wells, member-elect of 
the next Assembly, has a column and 
a half letter in the Esmeralda Herald 
on the necessity of calling a State Con- 
stituvtional Convention. Judge Wells 
favors a new constitution. He claims

that the organic law of the State can’ 


be entirely changed during the year 
1883, and that the sooner it is done 
the better off will be the people. He 
thinks our jury system a farce. Our 
time for acquiring citizenship too 
short. Our State officials, as well as 
county, too numerous and too expen- 
sive. The collection of our public 
revenue and the general administra- 
tion of justice too siow and too ex- 
pensive, etc. The gentleman does not 
show, however, why all these changes 
cannot be made by amendment. 


Blaine, Lockwood and Windom re-.. 
signed seats in the United States Sen- 
ate to become Cabinet Ministers under 
Garfield, showing that they regard a 
seat in the Cabinet as a higher office 
tsan the United States Senatorship. 
Twenty-one years ago Seward, Chase 
and Simon Cameron also resigned 
Senatorships to enter the Cabinet of 
President Lincoln. But there have 
been a good many Cabinet officers 
who have never held any other impor- 
tant offices. ChanWer, the present 
Secretary of the Navy, never held an 
office before the war, nor did Robert 
Lincoln, Secretary of War. 

The wife of ex-Senator Spencer is a 
very pretty woman, with a romantic 
history. She is the niece of General 
Loring, of Egyptian fame in the 
Khedive Ismaila’s times, and was 
named, curiously, after her uncle, 
Major Loring Numes.

RAILROAD TAX CASES. 
A Controversy That Will Attract 
Much Attention. 

New York, Dec. 19. 

The Tribune says: The controversy 
popularly known as “railroad tax 
cases,” which have have been assigned 
for argument during this week in the 
Supreme Court at Washington, and 
involves cofistitutional questions of 
the gravest interest, arose in Califor- 


nia, where taxes levied by the State 
upon railroad corporations during 
1880 and 1881 were so heavy that 
several companies were affected. The 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
in particular determined on applying 
to the Federal Courts for relief. The 
special grievance was that although 
the road was subject to a large mort- 
gage, the assessors have appraised the 
entire property at its actual value; 
yet they were accustomed to allow 
to other persons under similar circum- 
stances a deduction for debt. 

A like complaint was made a few 
yéars ago by national banks in New 
York State on the ground that the 
owners had not been allowed a deduc- 
tion for debts such as the State allows 
to individual tax-payers generally. 
This success “was achieved under the 
provisions of federal laws peculiar to 
banks. The claim made by the Cali- 
tornia railroad companies is much 
broader. It is founded on the decla- 
ration of the fourteenth amendment 
that “no State shall deny to any per- 
sOn within its jurisdiction equal pro- 
tection of the laws,” and embraces, so 
far as we can discern, corporations of 
all kinds throughout the country. 

The claims of the railroads and the 
positions taken in their behalf in the 
Circuit Court, whose decision was in 
their favor, are substantially these: 
That corporations are “persons’’ with- 
in the protection of the amendment; 
that equal protection of the laws 1n- 
cludes security in rights of property 
as well as in life and personal liberty, 
and forbids States to impose unjust or 
unequal taxes. If these positions 
shall be permanently established by 
decree of the Supreme Court, the re- 
sult may be tv give corporations resort 
to Federal Courts whenever they think 
that State laws operate unequally 
against them, and to give like privilege 
to tax-payers complaining that the 
State system of taxation is not equal 
and uniform.

Dorsey and Garfield. 
New York, Dec. 19. 
The World, referring to Dorsey’s 
letter, says: “* Upon the whole, Dorsey 
not only vindicates himself by this 


publication from the charge of having 
forced his advice upoo a superior per- 
son, but he also shows that the estate 
of the late President Garfield is not a 
valuable political possession, and the 
number of heirs will now rapidly 
diminish until it will be hard to find a 
man who calls himself 4 Garfield Re- 
publican. : 

The Times says of Dorsey’s revela— 
tions: Garfield, the newly-inagurated 
President, evidently did not know the 
character of the man with whom in 
1880 he was in correspondence as a 
Republican manager. ‘When it was 
necessary that this person should be 
prosecuted as a conspirator against the 
Government, there was nothing in His 
relations with Garfield that could pos- 
pibly siand in the way of a vigorous 
prosecution of the accused. Dorsey, 
on trial as a thief and conspirator, 
parades his former intimacy with an 
honest man as evidence of his own in- 
nocence. 


Important Mining Cases Decided. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 


The Supreme Court gave a decision 
to-day iu a test case annuling title to 
certain mining lands in the city of 


Leadville, Col., namely — Casejohn 
Steel et al., plaintiff in error, against 
the St. Louis Smelting & Refining 
Company. This suit was brought by 
the St. Louis company against Steel 
et al. to recover possession of a certain 
tract of mineral land claimed by thie 
company under a patent issued to 
Thomas Starr on the 29th of March, 
1879. Judgment of the Circuit Court 
of Colorado in favor of the company 
was affirmed with costs. The opinion 
is decisive of twenty--four other pend- 
ing cases in Leadville. 


Fatal Collision on a Western Road. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 18. 

The east-bound passenger express 

train on the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and 

St. Louis road, leaving here at 8 

o'clock, collided with the express due 

here at 8 o'clock, but which was three 


hours late, about 10 o’clock, near 
Ling’s Station, 30 miles from the city. 
The extent of the damage and loss of 
life is not fully known. A telegram 
to the Postal Department here says 
that the postal clerk on the east-bound 
train wasinstantly killed. The clerks 
on the west-bound train were also in- 
jured. One engineer is reported 
killed. Not a word is yet known as 
to the fate of the passengers. J?iil- 
way men say they have no inforwa- 
tion. 


A Political Vennor who Confident- 
ly Predicts.

A Bill to Abolish parts of the In- 
ternal Revenue Tax.

Nolan, of Albany, will to-morrow 
introduce in the House a bill to abol - 
ish the internal revenue tax on fo- 
mented liquors, and for other pur- 
poses. Besides abolishing the tax it 
would repeal all statutes regarding 
brewers’ bonds, and prescribing meth- 
eds of collecting the beer-tax. It is 
proposed that it shall take effect on 
March Ist, 1883.

SIGNS OF A STORM. 


A Falling Barometer all Over the 
Pacific Coast. 

Snow has been falling in the moun- 
tains at intervals for the past forty- 
eight bours, and in some places near 
the Summit there is a depth of ten 
inches. At the extreme points of ob- 
servation— Portland on tke north and 
San Diego on the south—they have 
had unsettled weather, with strong in- 
dications that the elements are working 
up into a protracted storm. Here in 
Reno we have every promise that a 
storm is near at hand, and old railroad 
men say they can smell a lively one 
not far off. The railroad company, 
with its usual foresight, has prepared 
the big snow plows, which are now 
side—tracked along thefline of the road 
where the most danger is apprehended, 
ready for any emergency which may 
arise.
